have beei» just about unbeat- 
able, if either was running in 
the 1964 presidential race. So 
carrying the banners of his two 
popular predecessors should be 
a big help to Johnson.

He has endorsed the big Ken- 


nedy programs still stymied in 
Congress. He will propose some 
of his own, reflecting views of 
his idol, Roosevelt. 


Sen. Mike Mansfield of Mon- 


tana, Democratic leader in the 
Senate, says Johnson will out- 
line specific proposals attacking 
poverty and probably will call 
for increased spending on do- 
mestic programs. 


Programs for the poor are in 


the direct Roosevelt tradition. 
Kennedy offered them, too.

Rail Crisis 
Hears; Time 
Has Run Out

WASHINGTON (AP) - After 


a six-month cooling off period 
and forced settlement of two is- 
sues, the railroad work rules 
dispute appears to be headed 
for another crisis late next 
month. 


Secretary of Labor W. Vv|l- 


lard Wirtz conceded as much 
Monday when he announced 
that the federal government 
once again is stepping in to try 
to mediate the dispute, now 
nearly five years old. 


Wirtz, Assistant Secretary ol 


Labor James J. Reynolds and 
Chairman Francis A. O'Neil Jr 
of the N a t i o n a l Mediation 
Board meet today in closed ses- 
sion with the railroads and five 
operating brotherhoods. 


Wirtz met late Monday with 


railroads representatives, then 
the unions, and, finally, with 
both sides. Later he explained 
that 
the talks centered on 


"making the best use of the 
time that lies ahead of us." 


On Feb. 25 a congressional 


deadline for settlement of the 
so-called secondary issues—is- 
sues not settled last November 
by compulsory arbitration — 
runs out and a nationwide rail 
strike could begin. 


The issues involved in the 


current 
negotiations 
include 


such topics as wage structure, 
certain road and yard jobs, in- 
terdivisional runs, use of self- 
propelled equipment, night shift 
differentials, holiday pay and 
expenses away from home. 


Wirtz hedged on any predic- 


tion that an agreement could be 
reached and said he hadn't 
talked to the negotiators about 
how much progress they had 
made in their weeks of bar- 
gaining 


There were strong indications 


earlier from Chicago that prog- 
ress has been slight.

While Sukarno has vowed to 


smash Malaysia, his foreign 
minister told newsmen the two 
presidents will try "to

some way out of this impasse." 


Although the Philippines re- 


fuses to recognize the British- 
sponsored federation because of 
its claim on the Malaysian state 
of Sabah, Macapagal has been 
irying to steer a middle course 
between Malaysia and Indone- 
sia in hopes of mediating be- 
tween them.

Business Is 
Pushing on, 
Says Dawson

NEW YORK (AP) — Rising 


stock prices and fatter corpo- 
rate profits have cast a rosy 
glow over most of the predic- 
tions business executives are 
busy issuing these days. 


Caution, often a dominant note 


in such forecasts in the past, is 
less in evidence this year. Rath- 
er, confidence that still loftier 
heights will be climbed in 1964 
is the general keynote. 


On such confidence at busi- 


ness and consumer levels eco- 
nomic growth is built—on over- 
confidence it has often stubbed 
its toes. 


In financial circles there is 


general expectation that Presi- 
dent Johnson in his State of the 
Union message Wednesday will 
stress the prospects for a con- 
tinued business upswing which 
his economic advisers have 
been expressing. 


Still, one chief reason today's 


business picture is so bright is 
that the caution of the last year 
or so has kept most business- 
men from repeating the mis- 
takes that led past business up- 
swings into excesses and caused 
recessions. There has been no 
big buildup in inventories, for 
example, and no rush to over- 
expand industrial capacity. 


The absence of such excesses 


is cited as one of the strongest 
factors in the industrial and 
trade position at present and of 
the chance that today's business 
upswing may achieve a record 
for longevity. 


And in the stock market, also, 


signs of excesses still aren't too 
convincing. The public may be 
coming back into the market, 
but the professionals seem in 
control. And the public hasn't 
indulged as yet in the excess 
speculation that sent the 1961 
market for untried and ques- 
tionable stocks to a peak that 
led to a bust. 


For all of the general opti- 


mism today, there is the usual 
hard core of observers whose 
motto 
is:

If this leads to a forsaking 


of caution by leading industri- 
alists, then the ranks of the wor- 
riers will increase. 


Already these pessimists can 


point to some lagging sectors of 
the 
economy. 
Manufacturing 


companies aren't hiring or re- 
hiring workers at a rate the 
growth advocates wish. New or- 
ders of durable goods have 
slowed after an earlier spurt. 
Construction outlays as a whole 
are above a year ago, but lag- 
ging are new contracts for in- 
dustrial and commercial con- 
tracts. The announced intentions 
of business to expand its plant 
or buy new equipment show a 
lower increase over last year 
than the general glow of the 
economic statistics \vould teem 
to inspire.

Cox also pointed out that the 


state had voluntarily reduced 
shooting hours by one-half be- 
cause of the water shortage.

of Ivan Asen 


Christof Georgiev, former Bul- 
garian envoy to the U.N. who 
confessed he sold military and 
economic secrets to the Ameri- 
can Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy for $200,000. 


The prosecution claimed the 


envoy spent most of the mon- 
ey on 
mistresses, 
including 


some supplied by the CIA. 


Georgiev went on trial in So- 


fia Dec. 26. He pleaded guilty 
to selling secrets to the CIA be- 
tween 1956 and 1961 while serv- 
ing as counselor on the Bulgari- 
an U.N. delegation in New York 
and later as an official of vari- 
ous government agencies. 


The news service said sen- 


tence was carried out after 
Georgiev's appeal for a pardon 
was denied. He was sentenced 
to die before a firing squad.

TAN AN, Viet Nam (AP)— 


An estimated two battalions of 
Communist 
guerrillas 
.slipped 


through encircling South Viet- 
namese 
troops 
before dawn 


today after battering back a 
day-long airborne assault. 


The Viet Cong sent a wall of 


machine-gun fire against U.S. 
helicopters and knocked out an 
armored personnel car before 
retreating from their fortifica- 
tions. The crew of the car was 
killed by a shell from a recoil- 
less cannon. 


American pilots in rocket-fir- 


ing helicopters believed they 
killed about 60 guerrillas, al- 
though only two bodies we're 
found. One had a Russian rifle. 
The Viet Cong usually remove 
the bodies of their dead when 
they retreat. 


The engagement was only 30 


miles southwest of Saigon. It 
was fought in view of passen- 
gers in buses and cars along 
the main north-south highway. 


"As usual, they slipped by us 


last night," a Vietnamese offi- 
cer said. "We just didn't have 
enough men to seal them in."

"I can't spend my life rotting

When I wrote that I had a post 
to offer you, I had read the're- 
port of the surgeons at Albany 
and I knew you needed a posi- 


tion that would occupy your 
mind but not tax your physical 
Strength.

The aroused cili/ens neither 


knew nor cared that Benedict 
was acting on orders from Gen- 
eral Washington. All that mat- 
tered to them was that their 
liberties were being curbed.

Line; Fewer 
Penalized

NEW YORK (AP)-The Na- 


tional Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation still is cracking the whip 
but some of the sting is gone. 


"It's not that we're getting 


soft," Walter Byers, executive 
director jjf the NCAA, said today 
after chiding five institutions 
for recruiting violations and re- 
laxing sanctions against a sixth. 
"It's just that the colleges are 
behaving better—we are having 
fewer and fewer major abuses." 


The University of Iowa and 


little 
Centenary 
College 
of 


Shreveport,. La., each drew a 
one year probation. Alabama 
and Houston were officially rep- 
rimanded, and Washington State 
got off lightest of all—a word of 
caution. 


At the same time, Indiana 


University, under a four-year 
probationary penalty, had its 
sanctions relaxed so that Indi- 
ana athletes might compete in 
events pointing to the 1964 
Olympic Games at Tokyo. 


Leniency was the mood of the 


feared 
NCAA council, sports 


policy-making body of some 600 
colleges and universities, in dis- 
closing punishment for those 
members who had not adhered 
strictly to the rules. 


Besides Indiana, New Mexico 


State, Hardin-Simmons, Dayton 
and Colorado are major univer- 
sities which have been slapped 
with sanctions in recent years. 
Most of these sanctions end this 
year. 


The University of Iowa was | 


found guilty of the largest num- j 
her of transgressions—enough to j 
fill a full page of typewritten, 
copy. 


They included: 
1. A football player who held 


a campus job during summer 
school and received pay for 
work he didn't perform. This 
happened in 1961. 


2. A basketball player, holding 


an off-campus job, received a 
$75 advance from his employer 
and then dropped out- of school 
before paying back the money. 


3. A group of basketball play- 


ers visiting the campus were 
given uniforms and permitted to 
practice with members of the 
university team, at times in 
presence of the coaches, 
'* 


4. A football player was con- 


tacted at another institution 
without Iowa first contacting 
the athletic director of the oth- 
er school.

Houston had its wrist slapped 


for transporting two football- 
players to the campus in a pri- 
vate plane. This became a viola- 
tion when the representative 
failed to accompany the pros- 
pects, who wound up not enter- 
ing the school after all. 


Alabama was censured and 


reprimanded because its coach- 
es contacted a football player 
who was enrolled at another 
school without notifying the oth- 
er school's athletic director. 


Alabama officials said it was 


a matter of misinterpretation of 
the words "student 
athlete" 


since the player in question had 
not competed at the other school 
but had entered merely to get 
proper credits. 


Washington State was cau- 


tioned for a similar violation in- 
volving a track athlete. The 
punishment was lighter because 
Washington State reported the 
violation itself, Byers said. 


The day's biggest 
surprise 


was the relaxation of sanctions 
against Indiana. 


Under the move, Indiana ath- 


letes, previously barred from 
postseason 
activity and title 


events, were given permission 
to compete in any competition 
pointing to the Tokyo Olympics. 


This opened the door for Indi- 


ana's fine squad of swimmers, 
including several record hold- 
ers, basketball players, gym 
nasties and wrestlers. 


Indiana is eligible to compete 


in the NCAA basketball tourna- 
ment, from which it had been 
barred.
